2. Citations and explanations: 

Claims 1-9, 1 1-18 lack novelty under PCT Article 33(2) as being anticipated by Plog et al. U.S. Patent No. 5,996,562. Plog et ai. 
clearly shows the identical method and apparatus of drawing vapor from fuel tank to engine during startup. The details of 
transitioning from such a startup is not expressly disclosed. 

Claims 10, and 19-24 lack an inventive step under PCT Article 33(3) as being obvious over the prior art as applied in the 
immediately preceding paragraph and further in view of Weber et al. US Patent No. 6,318,345. Therein it is shown how vapor 
injection during stating is transitioned back to fuel injection. 

Claims 1-5, 7-10, and 18-24 lack novelty under PCT Article 33(2) as being anticipated by Weber et al. US Patent No. 6,318,345 
therein disclosed is a vapor fuel start system without an external vacuum pump to supply vapor. 

Claims 1-24 meet the criteria set out in PCT Article 33(4), as being an invention having industrial applicability because the subject 
matter claimed can be made or used in industry.
